Fences Made of Netting Over 400 Miles 


Long — Enormous Cost of Fighting the 
Plague—Millions Have Been Slaughtered 
bnt Numbers Contlnno to Increase. 


Then the New South Wales govern- 


ment, it will be remembered, offered a 
reward of £25,000 to any person or per- 
sons who could suggest a really efficient 
method of getting rid of the pest; but, 
although this liberal offer led to the re- 
ceipt of no fewer than 2,000 schemes 
from all parts of the world, none of 
them was regarded as satisfactory, and 
the offer was withdrawn. The domestic 
cat was introduced, and in certain lim- 
ited areas did much service. 
Poisons 


wero largely resorted to, and ferrets, 
stoats and weasels have been imported 
iu thousands into some of tho colonies 
and have increased fast. 
But hitherto 


the rabbits, owing to the rate at which 
they multiply, have managed not only 
to hold their own, but to constantly 
spread over new- ground, carrying de- 
struction with them wherever they go. 


In South Australia, for instance, the 


direct loss from the rabbits has been put 
down at £250,000 per annum and tho 
indirect loss at a similar amount. 
In 


Victoria tho active operations for the 
destruction of rabbits on crown lauds 
haye been carried on by tho govern msnt 
since 1880, and from that date to the 
middle of 189-1 a total of nearly £300,- 
000 had been spent by tho state 011 that 
object. As for tho money spent by pri- 
vate individuals for the same purpose, 
that is almost incalculable, but it may 
bo mentioned that on one estate alono 
upward of £15,000 have been expended 
by the owner, with the view of clearing 
his land of the pest. 


In the 17 yearn ending with 1898 


nearly 08,000,000 rabbit skins, valued 
at £402,000, were exported from Vic- 
toria, without counting the large quan- 
tities used by hat manufacturers in the 
colony, one establishment r.lciio using 
874,400 every year. Yet, notwithstand- 
ing all this slaughter, tho present in- 
fested area throughout the colony is es- 
timated by the chief inspector at no less 
than 87,750,000 acres. Adding to tho 
direct expenditure tho depreciations of 
tho grazing values of the laud, the loss 
to tho colonies concerned amount to 
millions of pounds sterling. 


The final outcome of royal commis- 


sions, of international conferences and 
of tho testing of every practical method 
of extermination, is that the most eflec- 
fual method of dealing with tho evil is 
found to be the construction of rabbit 
proof netting, by means of which the 
animals can be kept from areas not yet 
infested, can be shut off from food sup- 
plies, and can be more effectually dealt 
with locally. 


The length of some of theso fences is 


enormous. There is one starting at Bar- 
ringun, on the Queensland border, and 
following the main trunk lino from 
Bourko to Corowa, a distance of 407 
miles, and there is another along the 
entire western boundary of Now South 
Walas, a distance of 840 miles.

There have been many projects for tho 


commercial utilization of the animals by 
sending them over hero in order to con- 
tribute both to our food supplies and to 
the cost of their own destruction, but 
hitherto the enterprise has not been very 
profitable, while some of the most com 
potent authorities in tho colonies think 
that if it should be followed up the re- 
sult may bo to conserve tho rabbits in- 
stead of potting rid of them. On the 
othc-r hand, too, the shipping of some 
hundreds of thousands, or even a mil- 
lion or two, (if rabbits to Great Britain 
every year -would not be likely to make 
iiuy appreciable difference on the num- 
bers left behind to constitute what it is 
feared must be regarded as a post now al- 
together ineradicable.—London Times.

The Populists of Maine, the homo of 


the Czar of the House of Kapresenta- 
tives, held a State convention at Le\\ it- 
ton which was attended by 425 dele- 
gates. Profeasor Bateman of Auburn 
was nominated for Governor, and made 
a speech in which he advocated mone- 
tary reform. A resolution censuring 
Senator Allen of Nebraska for his 
speech in Congress advocating paper 
currency on a silver and gold basis, 
was tabled. 


The platform demands the coinage of 


both silver and gold at the ratio of 10 
to 1 without asking the consent of any 
other nation; that no bonds shall bo 
issued; that Congress shall assume its 
constitutional right to issue a paper 
currency which shall be full 
legal 


tender for all debts public and private 
until the sum total of money in circu- 
lation shall reach $50 per capita. 


Some years ago Maine was carried by 


the greeubackers. It is possible that 
the free silver element in the State 
may be as strong this year as the 
Qreenbackers were then.

"When menhaden or herring are driv- 


en upon the beach by blnenah, ns they 
often are, so that they can be carried off 
by the cartload," said a fisherman, 
"there is very seldom found among them 
one of their pursuers, and if one is found 
it ia likely to be a fish that is diseased 
or that taa been hurt in sonio way. 
The 


bluefish follows to the very verge of fur 
water, but there it. stops, and it is so 
-powerful and alert a swimnipr (:•.,;•:. 
close as it is, it still easily keeps <;!•. :.i 
of the land. The menhaden or IserrJuff 
are no mean swimmers. 
They civcki 


come as close and keep o£f the shore us 
easily as the bluefish do, but uot when 
the bluefish are after them. Then' they 
are like men pursued to the edge of a 
precipice. It is almost certain death to 
jump, but they must do that or turn 
and take the chances of breaking 
through the pursuing line. 


"When the bluefish—there maybe 


3,000 or 4,000 of them together—sight 
a school of menhaden, they go for it 
like a brigada of heavy cavalry, cutting 
and slashing, snapping and biting, 
right and left. The menhaden are sim- 
ply overborne by superior weight, and 
there is nothing for them to do but flee. 
If they are driven toward tho shore, the 
land is to them what the precipice 
would be to the man. They must take 
it or they must turn and try to fight 
their way through. Many do turn and 
try to swim under or over or around 
the savage blnefish, and some escape in 
this way, and some are snapped up, and 
some are maimed and then cast ashore, 
and many of them, crowding together, 
are so closely pressed that they are prac- 
tically forced ashore. 


"Sometimes fish that are not cast tip 


very far flop down into the water again. 
A high wave may set seme free. A fish 
thus liberated may find its fine so dam- 
aged thut it can't swim, and it is cast 
up again. Weakened by its rough expcr 
riwjc'o, it m:i;rfr.ll a prey to some of the 
blneSsh yet lingering off shore. It may 
escape.''—New York Sun.
